You can also make pure -white 
lilies ike candidun, longiflorum and even 
pond lilies, weaving the petals in the same 
way as for tiger lilies, and imitating nature in 
preparing their centers afd in putting them 
together and bending into shape. A’ bou juet 
all of lilies would be lovely. To make a tulip 
weave it precisely like alily, but the petals, 
instead of being long, must be broad, like 
those of the tulip, and will require a pretty 
strong Wire. Tulfps have but four petals. 
Make stamens like those for lilies, but not so 
many ofthem. Mvytulip has three stamens, 
made of green, but ifmemory serves me right 
some tulips have black stamens, or partly 
black. Green leaves are woven in the same 
Way the petals are.—{Mrs. Jane E. Wells, 
Monroe, Wis. 
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To Make a Hood, 

Inanswer tothe request how to make a 
hood I the following: The materials 
necessary for a medium-sized hood areaskein 
of Germantown yarn and from one and a half 
to two ounces of split zephyr. The German- 
town isfor the foundation, to’ make which 
crochet achain of seventy-eight stitches: if 
your needle is rather coarse, more: ifa fine 
one,crochet about ten rows for the head piece, 
Phen, if vou have seventy-eight stitches, take 
eighteen for the crown, crocheting it in the 
center withanequal numberof stitches on 
each side. Ifyou have more than seventy-eight 
stitehes,take it in the same proportion, about 
one-third, Crochet the crown long enough 
tofitthe head-piece when sewed or cro- 
cheted together. Then around this crochet a 
cape ofany length you please, imereasing one 
stitch every time inthe middle of the back. 
Now take your split zephyr and erochet a row 
of scallops around the edge of the hood for a 
finish, Then make a loop of eight or ten 
chain stitches, ind putinevery stitch of the 
foundation, taking ita row atatime. When 
done, puta draw-string in front and back, 
aud finish off with bows and ties of ribbon. I 
have tried to ‘*boil it down’? as much as 
possible, and still be explicit, so that it 
would not take up too much room. IT do not 
Wish my hame published.—[ Mollie Ander- 
son, Bloomington, II. 


Embroidery. 

This passion for art embroidery ix dev elop- 
ing Many uses for table linen and towels oute 
side of their legitimate line. Cream-tinted 
table linen, suchas sells for sixty-five and 
seventy-five cents per yard, is bought for 
window curtains and embroidered on one 
side in the design woven on the linen. This 
embroidery is done in colors, either in satin 
stitch or in the easy outline stitches known 
as Chinese embroidery. As for towels, thei 
uses are infinite. Turkish towels, in stripes 
of dark colors alternating with red or biue, 
are embroidered or banded with flannel for 
rugs, While white towels are embroidered 
more orless elaborately to serve asx chair 
tidies. ‘Towels are converted also into small 
lable covers by sewing two together down the 
middle and finishing with a vorder of opera 
flannel and more or less elaborate embrol- 
‘lery, 
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Removing Hair. 

Ilere is a common-sense recipe for remoy- 
ing superfluous hair, the only practicable 
tone. Suppose, for illustration, a lady wants 
to remove hair from her upper lip. Spread a 


thin eoatins of biack wax (shoemaker’s) on a 
thin, pliable strip of leather. Put the leather 
(wax side) on the hair from beneath the nose 
outwardly; press it on firmly, and, after re- 
maining there a minute, ro it off suddenly 
| {he opposite way from which it was laid on— 
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that is, back toward the nose. Every hair 
will be brought out on the wax if the wax is 
not too soft. If tov soft, it can be hardened by 
melting rosin intoit. The natural oil of the 
skin should be washed off with soapy water 
before applying wax. A little practice, so as 
toget wax of right consistency, will make 
every trial a perfect success. If wax istoo 
hard it will be left on the lip. as it will if too 
soft. Experimenta little. Put the finger on 
the partto hold it firm while the plaster is 
being jerked off. After a successful opera- 
tion of this kind, it will be months before any 
sign of hair is visible, and when it comes out 
eeain it comes out smaller.—[Subscriber, 
Munroville, Mo. 


To Color a Faded Hair Switch. 

To cole afaded hair switch dark brown:

The Magic of the Middle Ages. 

Viktor Rydberg is compuratively an un- 
known writer to this side of the Atlantic,and 
vet the remarkable work whose title is the 
caption of this article deserves to make him 
as well known as that other great Swede 
whose voice = has only lately been 
hushed. ~The translator, August 
Hjalmer Kdgren, has evideutly 
done bis work carefully and well, and, as a 
result, we have a work accessible to American 
renders Which combines wonderful eruditiou 
With a graceful, pleasing style, working ona 
subject wiich will always be interesting to 
the prosaic spirit of this age. 

The volume begins with an examination of 
the cosmic philosophy of the middle ages, and 
shows how the spirit of sorcery, of the white 
and the black art, naturally evolved itself out 
of the credence of the times, which was a 
cioaked Dualism. But without longer parley 
about the merits of the work, let it) speak for 
itself. 

The Magic of the Church we have all noticed 
but never understood. dlere it is stated 
in a way that mokes see the origin 
and understand the meaning of many of those 
mystical rites which, had it not been for 
their magic character, wouid have log since 
been disearded. But what is magic’ 

Mavic is the harbinger of science. In the 
histor* of buman development the dim per- 
ception precedes the clear, andthe dominion 
of imagination that of reason. Before the 
latter could take upon itself the laborious task 
of connecting together by its own laws the 
facts of exicrnal and internal experienc: —be- 
fore there Was any philosophy or naturalscience 
imagination was bestirring itselfin the creation 
of magic. 

Like science, magic in its original form is 
hased upon the principle that all things ex- 
isting are concatenated. Science searches for 
the links of union both cleductively 
and inductively, magic seekingits support in 
the external resemblances between existing 
things, and in a vague assurance of the power 
of the will and of words establishes this con- 
nection freely by means of arbitrary associa- 
tions between incongruous objects. Man, en- 
gaged = in a struggle fer physi- 
cal eXistence, aims in il less 
at theoretical knowing than at practical! 
being able. The knowledge of mysteries will 
furni-h means of becoming acceptavle to his 
Giod, inaccessible to injurious influences, and 
master of his presentand future existence and 
destiny. .

cursed vermin, that are called May-bugs, and 
which cannot even be counted among the 
spimals.’’ The Government ordered 
the authorities of the afflicted district to re- 
port coneerning the good effects of the ex- 
commubpication. ‘*But,’’ a chronicle of the 
times complains, ‘‘no effect was observed, 
because of our sins.’’ 

Another instance of the solemn fooling 
of Mother Church in the days when she 
was not spurred into serious things by the 
active ccinpetition of other religions, was the 
trial of the tield-rats in Tyrol, 1519-20, before 
William of Hasslingen. Judge in Giurns and 
Mals (Ober-Inn Valley). Advocates were 
chosen, and: 

On the day of trial, the Wednesday after 
St. Philip’s and St. James’ Day, many wit- 
nesses were examined, establishing that the 
rats bad caused great destruction. Schwarz 
Minig then made bis final plea that the noxi- 
ous animals should be charged to withdraw 
from mischief, as otherwise the peuple of stilf 
could net pay the annual tithes to their 
high patron. Grinebner, counsel for the dé- 
tense, could not and would not make excep- 
tion to the testimony, but tried to convince 
the court that his clients *‘enjoyed a certain 
right of usufruct which could hardiy be de- 
nica them.”’ Ifthe court were of another 
opinion and considered it best to eject them, 
he vet hoped they would be 
lirst granted another place where they could 
supporttheimnselves. Besides there should be 
viyentothema_ sufficient escort to protect 
them against their enemies, whether cat, dog 
or other adversaries; and he also hoped that 
proper care might be taken of the sick or aged 
rats and the young. The decision was ren- 
dered in the following terms: 

**After accusation and defense, after state- 
ment and contradiction, and after due consid- 
eration of all that pertains to justice, it is by 
this sentenee determined that those noxious 
animals which are called field-rats must, with- 
in two weeks after the pro- 
mulgation of this judgment, depart 
and foreverremain far aloof from the fields 
and the meadows of Stilf. Dut if one or sev- 
eral of the animals are pregnant, or unable on 
accouny of their vouth to follow, then shall 
they efjoy during further two weeks safety 
and protection from everybody, and after 
these two weeks depart.’’ 

W eshall close our excerpts from that division 
of this work called the magic of the church, 
with the most effectual of all the formularies, 
the anathema, of which the following 
only one of the many forms: 

By the might,power and authority of God, 
the Almighty Father,of the Son,and ofthe Holy 
(ihost, and in the name of the Holy Virgina,the 
mother of our Lord Jesus Christ. by the holy 
angels, archangels, St. Michael and St. John 
the Baptist, in the name of the holy apostle 
Peter, and all the apostles, in the name of the 
holy Stephen and all the martyrs, and St. 
Adelgunda and all the holy virgins, and of all 
the saints in beaven and on _ earth, 
to whom power is given to bind and to loose, 
we curse, execrate and exclude from the 
mother church tnrough the bond of malediction 
(here follow the names of the persons). May 
their children be orphaned: may they be 
cursed upon the field, cursed in the city, in 
the forest, in their houses and barns, in their 
chamber and their bed, in the town hall, in 
Village, on land and = sea; may they 
be cursed in the churen, in the chureh-yard, 
in the court-room, on the public square and 
in war,—whether they be talking, sleeping, 
walking, eating or drinking; whether they be 
voing or resting, or doing any other thing, 
let them be accursed in soul and body, reason 
and all their senses; cursed be their progeny, 
cursed be the fruit of their land, cursed be all 
their limbes, head, nose, mouth, teeth, throat, 
eves and eyelashes, brain, larynx, tongue, 
breast. lungs, liver. legs, and arms, skin and 
hair, cursed be everything living and moving 
inthem from head to foot, ete. I conjure 
thee, Lucifer, and all vour crew, by the 
Father, the Son and the Holy Ghost, by the 
incarration and birth of Christ, I conjure 
thee by the power and virtue of all the 
saints, that thou never leave’ them 
in quiet, nightor day, until thou have brought 
them to ruin, destroved them by water, or led 
thei to the gallows, or caused them to be 
torn by wild beasts, or their throats to le cut 
by enemies, or their bodies to be destroved by 
fire. 

Immediately succeeding the tmagic of the 
church comes the magic of the learned, which 
treated in this remarkable book no less 
comprehensively than the more sacred, but 
interesting, sorcery of 
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ies of the Cabala, or 
than a general 
what they did. 

The author of **Mazic of the Middle Ages’’ 
has projected bimself backward imto that dim

went not by his own volition, but in obedi- 
ence to a stummons issued by an enchanter 
who wished to speak with an unborn spirit of 
the XIXth century, and accordingly called

turies., came as far as to the 19th verse in the 
lth chapter of the Exodus, commencing: 
‘**And the angel of Ged, which went before 
the camp of Israel, arose.*’ The cabalistic 
rule which says wherever in the Bible an an- 
gel .is spoken of there is also the 
name of an angel hidden among 
the Hebrew letters of the verse admonished 
them to pause and consider. They had at 
first no idea of the extraordinary discovery 
they were now on the point of making. But 
their attention Was attracted by the fact that 
there were seventy-two letters in the verse 
(in the Hlebrew text). Still nore 
were they. surprised when they found 
that even the following verse, the twentieth, 
contained exactly seventy-two letters; aud 
then surprise grew into awe when even the 
twenty-first verse showed the same number. 
Inthe Bible there is no fortuitv—a great 
secret Was hidden here. Finally, by placing 
the three verses letter by letter (the middle 
verse written from left to right, the 
otbers conversely) above one another, God's 
-eventy-two mystical names ‘*Sehemham- 
phoras,’”’ each consisting of three letters from 
the three verses, Was discovered. These 
names, provided with the suffix cl or jah, are 
also the names of the seventy-two cuniary 
angels, of which God has said that his name is 
in them.

Ifvou keep it till vour death vou must de- 
part with it to hell. but it can be soid only 
for a lower price than it Was bought. The-ce- 
fore is he, who has bought it with the smull- 
est existing coin, irretrievably lost. 
much for the Magic of the People. 
ne must read the book itself to 
learn how thoroughly superstition had satur- 
ated the life of the olden folks—rich and poor, 
gentie and humble, all bent to spells,to omens 
and totalismans.

Our author goes further, and declares in 
positive terms that yellow fever is the product 
of “foul ships.’’ He considers it far more 
casily., surely, and permanently prevented 
than typhoid or searlatina. Perfect ventila- 
tion and cleanliness of ships, he thinks,creat- 
lv contribute to exterminate yellow fever. 
Refrigerating ships is the only sure way to 
disinfect them, and the cost of this process 
would be about $70 per month for each one 
refrigerated. In short, the argument made 
by Mr. Gamgee 18 fo fight the disease afloat 
before it renches land,and cold is, he says, the 
only sure Weapon. He avers that yellow fe- 
ver can be exterminated ‘‘as certainly as ped- 
tilentini tvpbhus from foul dungeons.’’ He 
suvs: **The humblest and the mightiest may 
join in the good work.’* ‘*The instant and 
absolute purification of the merchant ma- 
rine’? isthe remedy. ‘* There is little danger 
from the cargo’’ of the vessel, but *‘the dark 
recesses of the bold are the private hirking 
pluces of the poison.’’ In his dedication, our 
vuthor joyfully say: ‘**Uitimately, aad soon, 
yellow tever will be counted with the plagues 
that were.’?’ It is easy to see the author is an 
enthusiast, and writes from bis honest convic- 
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Eyebright. 

This is acharmipg book. While is has been 
written for the library of the younger class of 
revders, no one will fail to be interested in its 
pages.

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THE RESOURCES OF MISSOURI. 


Barton County and Its County Seat, L.- 
m

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispaten. 
LAMAR, Mo., Nevember7, 1879.—Perbaps as 
lirtle is known concerning the southwestern 
portion of Missouri, partially embraced by 
Barton county, as it it were a nonentity, and 
yet it is one of the best and richest agricultur. 
ai distiicta in the State if it were properly de 
veloped. This county contains about 375,000 
acres of land, well timbered and watered, and 
is rich in ayrieulcural featuyges and also mineral 
products. The people are generally fromm the 
North ana East, and are as thrifty and sub- 
stantial aclass of men as can be found iu any 
new county in the Weat. 

SURFACE, SOIL, ETC. 

The face ol tLe country is generally level or 
gentiy undulating, without anv ot the sudden 
bresks or high hills tbat are so often found in 
the West. it is ail well dratmed vy numerous 
shallow draws or :avines, the bottoms ot whic h 
are perfectly firm and solid, and huch a thing 
as wet, Marshy land, with its attendant mal ,. 
ria, is unknown. 

About nine-tenths of the country i4 prairie, 


compescd of three ciflerent kinds of: sot, 
black, gray and waulatto, all ot which ave rich 
and productive. The binuck is most sought 
weiter, owing probably tothe fact thit most of 
the settlers ae trom States where that class-.of 
soil predominates, and their eurly education 
prejudices them in its favor, though the test of 
time and experience proves that either of the 


_other hinds wi'l preduce fine crops of all the 


lending productions. Being situated at a high 
elevation forbids there being any very large 
Streams or rivers that would impede travel vr 
require expensive bridges, but various babbling 
brooks and rippling streams flow through the 
thick toliage that skirt their banks, biessing 
barton county with their presence 
vynd affording, upon most of the farms in.the 
county, #n ample supply of water for stock 
and all practical purposes, and rendering the 
physical appearance of the country 80 beautt- 
ful that nature seems to have exerted her ut- 
most to make this one of the most delightful 
places in the Western country. Here no moun.- 
tain gorges inspire our awe, Or marsh giens 
breathing torth their poisonous fumes invoke 
our tewrs; such inalaria, with all its attendant 
ciseases, asis found in most Western coun- 
tries, ishere unknown; butthat happy con- 
trustofa rich, dry, rolling surfaee, broken 
only vy brooks and woodland dales, fills us with ° 
emotions of delight tur better appreciated than 
de:cribed. 
CLIMATE. 

Situated as Barton county is, midway be- 
tween the North and South, itis not subject to 
the extremes Of heat and coid. The climate is 
mild and heulithful. Neither too hot ia sam.- 
wer nor too cold in winter tor health, put pos- 
sessing a happy meen between the “two ex.- 
tremes. Pure, invigorating breezes fan us 
through the long summer days, while the 
nights are cool and bracing. but little raio or 
snow falls duringthe winter, so the roads are 
generaily good. The tact of our mild winters 
has been trequently exagyerated to such an ex- 
tent as to create the impression in the minds of 
many Eastern men that the prairies afford 
green pasturage the year around, Thisisa 
mistake, tor, although the winters are usually 
mild, and many seasons stock has tared weil 
on the prairies with little or no attention, yet 
such cuses are the exception and notthe rufe, 
and good farmers usnally feed from three to 
tour months. As a result of our bigh clevation 
the airigs pure anddry, and hag become not 
tor its heaithfulness, Consumption was never 
known to have originated here, and persons 
from other States affected with diseased lungs 
have been greatly benefited, and in some cases 
entirely restoredto health, Dy a residence in 
this county. 

PRODUCTIONS, 

Almost the first inquiry made by a man on 
goingto a new country is, whether the soil is 
productive, and how large a profit he can gain 
from his investment. Nothing can be gained in 
this world without hard labor, anu itis a law 
luid down by Omnipotence that man shail gain 
his bread only by the sweat ot his brow. Ana 
yet, without doubt, there will be a good,deal 
less sweat wasted it man has the help of boun- 
tiful nature in hislabors. The soil here will, if 
properly cultivated, produce an abundance of 
all kinds of grain, especisliy wheat, Oats and 
corn. For several yeurs pust, flax and castor 
beans have been extensively rai-ed, and find a 
ready market twenty-five miles distant. Win- 
ter wheat thrives especially well, and there is 
no doubt thatin Barton county is to be tound 
one of the best wheat-producing counties in 
this Western country. Frauds, where they 
sow in season.are sure of ut least twenty bush- 
els tothe acre, and often a much larger yield 
is the result of their labors. 

FRUIT. 

All kinds of fruit grow tn rich abunctance, 
and yet the supply, in some respects, up to 
the present time bas not equaled the demand. 
Atthe close of the war but two or three old 
orchards were left standing. The early settlers 
after the war did not once pay the attention to 
planting trees that they shuuld,and,theretore, 
wost of the apple orchards are yet compara- 
tively young and have only beenin bearing two 
orthree years, and the demand from new set- 
tlers bas exceeded the home supply.The peach 
does splendidly, bearing in rich profusion its 
eleganttiruit, which, the present year, 1875, 
was ripe on the lst of June. The apricot, pear, 
nectarine and vium alldo weil here, while 
the svepe, Doth wild and tame, is unexcelled, 
the vigorous sandwepiely growing vines being 
thickly covered with large bunches of the lus- 
cious truit, in an abundauce that is only 
equaled by the great grape-growing country of 


Culifornia. 
STOCK RAISING. 

While to the tiller of the soil Barton county 
offers a rich amd productive soil, a healtntul 
climate and abundant crops, yet to tothe stock 
ruiser she offers greater inducements than to 
all ovher classes of people combined. To the 
most casual observer, whois tamiliar with our 
location, it must be evident that this is a great 
stock growing country. ‘Thousands upon tnou- © 
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sands of acres of succulent grasses annually 
spring up, mature, and arecut down by the 
winter frosts, only to return to the earth, turn. 
ishing tothe roots tresh vitality. Thousands 
ot tons of the bestot hay are yearly cut from 
the vacant lands, while the material for thou- 
sunds more year’y goesto waste. During the 
only severe drouth that we have had since the 
war—tbat of 1474—pasturage on the prairies 
was gooc all summer, and endless quantities 
of hay were secured, on which alone stock sub- 
sisted during that season of scarcity of corn, 
and were in good condition the following 
spring. We candono better than to quote 
trom the ‘‘History of Missourt’’ the re 
marks there made on this subject.

A CLAMOR FOR COAL. 


Cincinnati Agitated Over the Prospects ofa 
Fuel Famine. 


CINCINNATI, November 8.—On account of the 
continued low stage of water in the Ohio 
River, and the small supply of coal in the city, 
grave apprehensions are felt that a coal 
tamine is imminent in this vicinity. Con- 
sumers in this city require trom one hundred 
to one hundred and fity tons per day to 
supply their needs. At this rate there 
is but three or four days’ supply now 
in the yards. Heretofore the railroads have not 
brought a suffi cientquantilyjto supply,the daily 
aemands on account of the lack of facilities in 
cars, ete., and no gereral effort has

U. S. COURT. 


Important Decision in the Louisiana Bond 
Cases. 

There were no matters oft importance in the 
United States District Court this morning. 
Epbraim Banks of Bollinger county was fined 
$5 and costs tor working an illicit distillery. 

In the Ciicuit Court Judge Treat 
rendered animportant decisionin the Louis- 
jana bond cases. It will be remembered that 
some time ago suit was brought tor the pay- 
nent of the interest on certain bonds issued by 
the authorities of the town of 
Louisiana, in this State. There 
were four or five cases,and a judgment against 
the-city was rendered ineach. The amount 
of the juagments varied trom $1,000 
to $2,500. The town retused to pay 
the judgments and an alterpative writot man- 
dzrmus was issued. A return was made to the 
writ, in which it was set out that the present 
town authorities could not pay the judg- 
ments because of certain limitations of the 
town ordinances. These ordinances vrovide 
that no tax greater than one cent 
per hundred on taxable property can be 
levied for general purposes, and that 
no tex greater than one per cent on taxable 
pi operty can be levied at ones time to pay the 
town’s debts. On vesterday, the plaintiils, by 
their attorney, Judge Dryden, uppeured and 
presented a demurrer to the return above 
spoken of. Judge Wagner appeared forthe 
town of Louisiana. Arguments were submit- 
ted, and the Judge took the 
case under advisement. This morning 
he rendered an oral opinion, in which 
he overruled Judge Dryden's demurrer, but 
decided at the sametime thatthe town could be 
compelled to jevy a tax of one per cent for the 
purpose of paying Zeach of the several judg- 
ments obtainedin the case, aud that this levy 
must be repeated each year until the whole ot 
ench judgment is paid. The meaning 
of the decision is that the 
town will be compelled to levy a 
separate tux of 1 per cent for each judgement, 
so that should there be five distinct jadgments 
the total tex to be levied at one time will be 5 
percent. Sothatatter all, the town wili have 
the whole otf the debt to pay.

LEGAL ADVERTISING. 


The Amer!tka Remonstrates Against the New 
aw. 

At 2 o'clock to day the bids of the different 
pupers for the judicial advertising were to be 
opened. The court-room was tolerably well 
filled with newspaper men and lawyers, and 
there was much Ciscussion as to the probably 
successtul bidder. 

When the Judges came in Col. Broadheaa 
beganthe aiternoon session by presenting a 
remonstrance on the part of the German Liter- 
ary Society, the publishers of the Amerika, 
to that portion Of tie new stitutes under which 
the judicial adveriisements are let on the 
ground that it is special legislation, and, con 
sequently, unconstitutional. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the re- 
monstrance, Col. Broadhead proceeded to ar 
gue that there could be no doubt that the act 
was special, because there is no 
other city in this State which 
has more than one hundred thousand tinhabit- 
ants, and the fact thatii is aspeciul act is even 
moreclearly indicated by the fact that no 
other city has the Board of Cireuit Judges, 
who, according to this act, 
are to open the bids and award the con- 
tract. Lie then read sc ctions ol 
the Constitution governing lezislation, 
explicitly forbidding special law-making in 
many purticulurs, and maidly prohibiting any 
special acts altering the process ot evidence, 
orthe eliect of judicial sales of reul estate, 
which he claimed wouid be alteredjby this law. 

Further, the Constitution provide toat 
whenever a ccneral law can be made applica- 
bie, a spec ial law need not be enucted. 

Col. Broadhead stated that he did not pro- 
pose to argue the matter and left the remon- 
strance to the action of the Court. 

Judge Lindley stated that he was'not aware 
of sny power in the Circuit Judg ss, sit- 
ting us a ministerial body—as comimil+ltoners— 
to pass uponthe constitutionality of any law 
the Legislature might enact. In bis view, in 
the opening and awarding the bids, the 
Court was not performing a judicial function, 
but simply acting “us any board oft 
commissioners. They had been designated 
for that office, becuuse it was supposed they 
would decide impartially upon the bids, and 
that they were noito judge ot the law, 

Col. Broadhead then said tbat the Circuit 
Judges could not be supposed to be without 
views as to the constitutionality ol alaw. 

The bids bad already been under examina- 
tion by the Pudges,but were at Judge Lindley’s 
motion put aside until the matter of other se- 
curities on the official bonds was settled

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VISIT TO WEBSTER 

H.W. Raymond contributes to the Novembe! 
Scribner the first OL several papers otf extracts 
from notevooks kept by his tather, Henry J. 
Kayvmond, the journalist. We quote the fol- 
jowing paragraphs, showing WevUster in some 
of bis most churacteristic moods: 

‘* January, —During this month I 
made my first visit to Washington. While 
there Mr. Webster made an argument before 
the Supreme Courtin a case involving: the 
merits of the rebellion in Rhode Island in 
Is42. lL reported that argvment,. and on the 
woth (Friday) | called at Mr. Webster’s house 
to read to him the report of it which 1 bad 
prepared. The more I see of him the more 
proioundly does he impress ine with his 
creatifess—a greatness Which is intrinsic and 
truly majestic, which derives no addition 
from external circumstances, and which is 
quite as impressive to the valet as to one who 
sees the sulject of it only on holiday oces- 
sions. 

**Mr. Webster expressed great satisfaction 
at my report, and seemed especially anxious 
tohavethe arguinent clearly set forth. As 
I read over to him the successive points, to 
every one Which seemed peculiariy clear he 
would exelaim, ‘Good;:’ ‘That’s true;’ 
‘That's it.’ etc., apparently forgetting that 
the argument was his own, and applauding 
the performance of some other person. After 
the report was finished I expressed my great 
sdmiration of its iron logic, and remarked 
that I thought it very timely and well calecu- 
lated to correct notions which are doing great 
mischief at the present time. He said he 
trusted it would be of service in that respect, 
and regretted the small attention which pub- 
lic men, legislators, etce., usually devote to 
discussions of these fundamental principles 
of government. I ventured to express a 
hope that he would give the world a philo- 
sophical history of Washington’s adminis- 
tration, upon Which [bad been told he had 
been engaged, because I thought it would be 
desirable for his own fame, and would, 
moreover, set up a landmark for future 
apes. 

**Mr. Webster said he had contemplated 
euch a work: he had marked out its plan; 
resolved to make thfee volumes of it; di- 
vided it into chapters; written a portion, 
and made a very copious collection ef mater- 
ials for the whole work. He stated quite in 
detail the outline of his plan—saying that he 
desired to make it neither a mere narration 
like Hume nor a were biography like Rapin, 
but to combine the two and make the whole 
as vVividand graphic as possible. The persons 
whom Washington grouped around him in 
council seemed tocommand his special ad- 
miration, and he expressed a great desire to 
paint the scenes presented by their councils 
with more warmththan belonged (in his opin- 
ion) to his temperament.

And he pressed it so pertinacious- 
ly and with so much violence, that Mr. Tyler 
said one day, jocularly, ‘Mr. Clay, I have been 
so much annoyed by this thatI believe I shall 
send for Mr. Southard (President of the Sen- 
ate) and resign at once.’ This convinced Mr. 
Clay that Mr. Tyler would stand agaiu, and 
from thattime he denounced him and drove 
him into the opposition, thus blasting all the 
fruits of the Whig victory of 1840. He would 
have had the same difficulty with Gen. Harri- 
eon, had he lived. 

‘*I spoke of Mr. Clay’s pressing for a re- 
nomination now, and expressed surprise. 
Mr. Webster and J. Q: Adams some years 
ago remarked that ‘Mr. Clay would bea 
candidate so long as he should receive a nom- 
ination from a majority of the people in the 
town of Lexington’—and he believed it 
would prove true. The mere pleasure of 
being talked of asa candidate, he said, was 
a positive gratification which became neces- 
sary to many men, and grew stronger with 
theirage. Afterall, said he, what will Mr. 
Clay leave for future ages’ His speeches 
contain nothing of permanent value—ali re- 
lating to temporary topics, and never discuss- 
ing fundamental principles. He is not an in- 


structed statesman—he knows nothing of the 
matters inthat paper we have talked about; 
and for what. said be, will he be remem- 
bered’ For his brilliant, effective, popular 
eloquence, | suggested. Yes, said e, tht 
how much has that availed Patrick Henry? 
It is ephemeral, traditional, of little value 
to any one. Mr. Clay, he thought, had always 
kept the Whig party subservient to his personal 
ambition. and seemed still disposed to do so. 
Mr. Webstertalkedin this strain for some 
time, and with great freedom and earnest- 
hess, 

‘*He asked if 1 had heard Attorney-Gener- 
al Clifford in reply to his Rhode Island ar- 
gument. Itold bim only in part. said 
that Mr. Clifford remarked that ’ 
ster’s premises were undeniable, 
could not see anv tlaw in his logic: but 
must be seme fallacy init, because it led 
to conclusions which be could: not admit? 
This, Mr. Webster said, was like Jefferson, 
who told him once that in very early life he 
resoived to have nothing to say to John Mar- 
shall, for he would always get him to admit 
certain positions (which he could not 
question) and then he would lead him to 
conclusions which he would not believe, and 
Which he could not avoid. This, he said, Was 
characteristic of Jefferson,who had no reason- 
ing faculty, but who knew exactly how to 
touch the popular feeling, and was entirely 
unscrupulous in exercising that skill. 

‘“*Mr. Webster talked very freely for an 
hour, and said he intended to speak in the 
Senate on the war question, and desired that 
I should report it. He said he should not 
speak upon the question until the close of the 
debate. 1 said he seemed not to share the 
fears Which other Senators had expressed, 
that if they could not speak soon the subject 
would be exhausted! You know, said Mr, 
Webster, we farmers have a fashion of going 
over atield for the gleanines after the har- 
vest. Y¥« ‘, said l, and some eceuld find more 
there than others could at tirst. Mr. Webster 
said he did not wish to speak if the rumors 
ofatreaty then current should prove to be 
well-founded. He had no idea of having it 
thus upset. [DT asked himif he did not look 
forward with apprehension to the issue of 
war and the absorption of all Mexico. 
He said be did—that the future was entirely 
overcast, and it was very difficult to see any 
way of safety.

An Answer to ‘*‘ Whither are we Drift- 
ing??’—Jenkins in the House of the 
Dead—A Glowing Description of the 
Fashionabie Fumeral Rites—A Sar- 
casm in Which, Unfortunately, There 
is a Grim Suspicion of Truth.

It savs there isa total of eat in the Pan 
Handle country of about [20,000 head, and 
that it is fair to caleulate that the increase this 
vear from the present herds will averaye not 
less than fifty per cent of the entire number. 
This will give 60,000 cafyes: the number that 
will stop this seuson from the Texas drive will 
be about 30,000 head, and from 
about 20.000 head. This will leave inthe Panu 
lHlandle for next year’s round-ups about 208, - 
LO head, and vet this does not begin to fill up 
the country, as it is estimated that it will hold 
a milion head. The present averace priees 
for mixed herds per head are: ‘Texas stoek, 
13 603; Gomestie stock, $15; beeves alone, #22 
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What Horses to Raise. 

To those who are fond of stock of different 
hinds, the breeding of thoroughbred stock 
offers a pleasant as well as a moderately proti- 
table branch of business, and 
not likely to be soon overdone, for the simple 
reason thatit is stillin its infaney in this 
country, and the demand is not apt to be 
lessenedl as the years roll on. 
horses, as a business, requires considerahls 
more  ceapital, as well vast 
furd of experience, to e:mi- 
nentiy successful, and this is especially so 
in revard to the trotting horse, more money 
having been lost than made in attempiing to 
breed fast ones. More regular profit, as well 
2s more satisfaction, will be realized in 
breeding cood roadsters and ceneral pur- 
pose horses, Which carn be sold, ata profit, 
at from $200 to S300 each, when 3 and 4 vears 
old. Whatis wanted is an animal of i5 1-2 to 
16 hands high, well rumped up, with plenty 
of substance, a well Ceveloped body and 
rather stout. If they come tieet of foot so 
much the better, butif they do not show 
much speed you are always sure of a ous- 
tomer at a fair wrice, for such horses are 
wanted for gentlemen’s carriages and for 
business purpeses,. 


The English Harvest. 

We have already had ovceasionto advert to 
the fact that the weather, which had been so 
disastrous through spring and summer in 
Great Britain, bas shown no change for the 
better during the critical period of harvest. 
The London Agricultural Gazette of October 
13 says, in its leading articie: 

Ithecomes evident, as threshing proceeds, 
thatthe wheat arop is even worse than wus 
anticipated. The bariey crop, too, is almost 
everywhere much below an average. It is stil! 
standing on many even southern farms. We 
saw sheep turned in upon a scanty crop, anid 
among the clover, Which had buried it, ona 
Hiertfordshire farm, last Tuesday. Oats are 
the onl¥ good crop of the vear. Harvest work. 
stillfur trom complete in English midland 
counties, has been little more than be- 
cun in many an upland corn-growing distriet 
inthe North. Although the dry weather of the 
last few days has been most servicable, it has 
come long after the ordinary termination of 
the harvest season; and it is not too much to 
say that hardly any corn was carried in the 
month of Sertember in ali Scotland. Po- 
tatoes. which sare such a resource on most 
Scottish farms, are but an uocertain prop in 
this most disastrous year. * * ‘To this story 
of distress we have toadd an unusual pre- 
valence of rot among the sheep, * ¥ 
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No 
wonder there is hardly an estate without a va- 
cantfarm. * * Wehearof owners buckling 
to the unusual task of land occupation—cer- 
tain to acquire at great expense a knowledge 
of the fickle character of agricultural expe- 
rience, which they micht have learnt to good 
purpose -if, like otnver capitalists, they had 
always taken a professienal interest in their 
proper business as Jandowners. 


Angora Cate. 

Maltese cats,though fine specimens are re- 
ally very handsome, cannot compare in poiat 
of beauty to the Angoras, with their fise 
furred coats. This breed of cats is but little 
known to most of our readers, and is very 
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scaree and difficult to obtam even at high 
prices. In point of real usefulness -we think 
that there are hundreds of common eats 


which will kill more rats and mice ina week 
than an Angora willin a lifetime, for they 
have been, owing to their scarcity and beau} 
ty, bred more for household 
pets than for actual busi- 
ness, until they consider their mission to be 
one of pleasure and ease rather than a useful 
one. Although they are by mo means small, 
1m fact are large,they appear much larger on 
account of their heavy coats of long, fine and 
silky fur, which when kept clean and nicely 
combed out is sure to present a very pleasing 
appearance. 

In color there is the pure white, which is, 
perhaps, the handsomest and most sought af- 
ter, though they require more care to kee 
them presentable, and the pure black, whieb 
is by no means devoid of beauty to those who 
admire that color m this connection. There 
are also black and white spotted ones,no doubt 
crosses between the other two above named. 
These are not so handsome or valuable.— 
[Field and River. 


November Work. 

A general clearing up is now in order. 
Fields, fences, vards, buildings, and cellars 
should be cleared of rubbish, and the rubbish 
burned. Gather up every tool and put it into 
its place; fix up wagons and ¢arts, clean and 
paint them; arrange the house for winter and 
rough weather; now that lights have to he 
carried about the barns and stables, every. 
thing should be fully insured, and a good re- 
sponsible company selected to msure in: fire- 
wood should be prepared and put under shel- 
ter, and that general family peace-maker, dry 
fuel, generously supplied and conveniently 
placed for use; where coal is used, a bin uncer 
cover, With an opening atthe bottom for take 
ing out the fuel easily, will save trouble and 
lors. Finally, prepare a suitable place for 
disposing of all household waste where it can 
be made available as a fertilizer and all r gk 
of infection from it be avoided. 


Preserving the Carcasses. 

In Australia experiments for preserving 
meat by the injection of brineinto the blood- 
vessels of the carcass, thus preserving them 
whole, are said to have been successful, and 
a Whole bullock is to be sent to the Sydney 
exhibition. The process is reported to 
be as follows: Immedtatelv after the animal 
is killed the breast is laid bare, and a pipe 
inserted into the left ventricle, through which 
astream of weak brineis forced from an ele- 
vated tank. The brine flows along all the 
vessels, and drives out the blood through the 
right ventricle, when a stronger brine is 
forced in, until all the vessels are full. «It is 
stated that the distribution of the salt is 
thorough, and that the meat is perfectly pre- 
served by the process, 

Fruit Trees. 

Fruit trees never went into winter quarters 
in better condition than they will this season. 
The wood of all kinds of fruit frees has 
ripened to the very tips. This is very-im- 
portant, especially for poars and peaches, 
which frequentiy go mto winter weather with 
much green and unripe wood. The cold 
weather injures the unripe branches, and the 
fruit is lost and the trees are greatly injured. 
There has been but little rain this fall, and 
consequently but little late growth, and un- 
less we have a very severe winter, the pros-. 
pect is for a large crop of fruit next season, 

Cider. 

Cider is preserved in Normandy bv putting 
halfa pint of sweet oil in the cask and plug- 
ging the bung-hole with a wad of cotton. The 
oil, being lighter does not combine with the 
cider, but forms athin covering which pre- 
vents the oxygen of the air coming in contact 
with it. The cotton filters the air enteriox as 
the cider is drawn off, that no insects oF 
impurities cap pass. Cider in bottles is put 
in the cellar. the bottles peing covere. with a 
few inches of earth which keeps the cider at 
uh equable temperature and prevents from 
bursting.
